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Historic building set to get new lease of life in move 

TOLL HOUSE PUT 
ON THE MARKET

A HISTORIC Smethwick land¬ 
mark could be redeveloped 
after council bosses put it on 
the market. 

The Toll House, just off Smethwick 
High Street, could be turned into a 
cafe with an outdoor seating area. 

Sandwell council is currently inviting expres¬ 
sions of interest for what they say is an ‘unique 
opportunity’ to purchase or lease the Grade II 
listed building. 

More than 40 expressions have already been 
received with Councillor Richard Marshall 
calling it a ‘step in the right direction’ for the 
building. He explained: “There are a lot of pos¬ 
sibilities for what it 
could become. 

“It is such a shame 
that it has been 
boarded up and left 
to rot away. We need 
to get something done 
and this is a step in 
the right direction. 

“As long as the fea¬ 
tures of the building 
and its heritage are 
retained then I’ll be 
happy.” 

Councillor Mar- 
The Toll House shall, who represents 
the Smethwick ward, 
continued: “So far we have had over 40 expres¬ 
sions of interest so it will be good to sit down 
and go through the responses. Hopefully it will 
allow us to bring something positive to the town 
and reclaim the history with this building. In 
my opinion it would be nice if Smethwick Her¬ 
itage Centre could even take it over.” 

Refurbishment 

The building was most recently utilised as 
an art, design and glassmaking studio. A public 
notice on the council’s land for sale section of 
their website states: “The site may have poten¬ 
tial to be developed into a retail kiosk/small cafe 
with outdoor seating/sales area. 

“Given the condition of the property, it would 
require extensive refurbishment throughout. 

“The property benefits from small yard areas 
either side of the building as well as a brick- 
built garage structure (known as the former 
coach-house) which may also require refurbish¬ 
ment. The site does not have a primary alloca¬ 
tion in the development plan, however, the site 
is within the Smethwick High Street district 
centre so town centre uses are considered to be 
appropriate for this site.” 

Smethwick Toll House has been a fixture on 
the High Street since 1820.

TWO runners will find out what it’s like to 
be in charity star Blind Dave Heeley’s train¬ 
ers - by tackling the Great Birmingham 10k 
blindfolded. 

MacDonald Burlington Hotel’s regional 
managing, director Derek McDonough, and 
hotel manager James Bee will rely on in¬ 
structions from guides while running with 
the fundraising star on May 1. 

West Bromwich-born Dave’s record-break¬ 
ing endurance feats have inspired the pair 
to raise funds for Queen Alexandra College, 
a registered charity for which Dave is a gov¬ 


ernor. Blind Dave studied for three years at 
Harborne-based QAC, a specialist college 
that provides education for young people 
with disabilities, including blind and visually 
impaired. 

Derek and James will be part of the 
15-strong Team QAC running the 10k. With 
less than a month to go before the city’s an¬ 
nual event, entries are still open and more 
than 7,000 people are expected to take part. 

This year’s event has music at its heart, 
with UB40 unveiled as honorary starters. 
Dave, who was diagnosed with retinitis pig¬ 


mentosa and told he was going blind at just 10 
years old, has earned national acclaim for tak¬ 
ing on the world’s toughest fitness challenges, 
raising £3 million for charity in the process. 

“The hardest part for Derek and James 
will be the training,” said Dave, the first, and 
to date only, blind person to complete seven 
marathons, in seven consecutive days, on 
seven different continents. Running around 
Birmingham’s streets while being guided will 
require instructions to navigate ramps, steps 
and rough terrain, whereas during the run 
there will be hardly any change under foot.”

Shoddy work builder 
took cash in advance 

A BUILDER from Great Barr who took cash 
in advance for poor quality and unfinished 
work was handed a suspended jail term 
after a Trading Standards probe. 

Christopher Abbotts, aged 56, of How¬ 
ard Road, received a 32-week sentence 
suspended for two years at Birmingham 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Abbotts, who pleaded guilty to six of¬ 
fences under the Fraud Act 2006 at an 
earlier hearing, was also ordered to com¬ 
plete 180 hours of community service, pay 
£1,500 in court costs and £500 in compen¬ 
sation. Abbotts admitted making dishonest 
representations and not completing build¬ 
ing work as agreed at properties. 

RSPCA 

Appeal made over 
cat poison deaths 

TWO cats have died from poisoning in 
Smethwick - with another three in the 
area killed by suspected poisoning. 

An appeal was launched by the 
RSPCA after vets confirmed the two 
deaths were due to the felines ingest¬ 
ing a poisonous substance. 

The cats, who all lived in the Beech- 
field Road area, all died in March. 

RSPCA inspector Mike Scargill, said: 
“We are concerned about what may be 
causing this - and urge anyone with 
any information at all to call us in com¬ 
plete confidence on 0300 123 8018.”

Protected canal lock 
is set for repair work 

AN historic grade-ll listed canal lock will 
undergo repair work. 

The Smethwick top lock, situated just off 
Bridge Street North, will see replacement 
gates, repairs to the lock chamber walls 
and an upgrade of the lock escape ladder. 

The works form part of a continuous pro¬ 
gramme to preserve the history and meet 
current Health and Safety standards. 

It is hoped that the works will improve 
access for canal users by increasing the 
reliability and safety. Sandwell Council ap¬ 
proved the plans following the application 
being submitted on March 30.

£32111 bOOSt 

for trading 
estate will 
bring jobs 

AN historic trading estate in Tipton will 
be revamped as part of a £32 million 
project which will create hundreds of 
new jobs in the Black Country. 

Ambitious proposals to flatten the 
majority of the existing buildings on 
the Vaughan Trading Estate in Sedgley 
Road East and start the site up from 
scratch have been unveiled. A planning 
application submitted to Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil by developer Dudley Unit Trust says 
overhauling the site would create 1,510 
posts. 

This would offer a shot in the arm for 
high quality manufacturing if the plans 
are given the go-ahead, according to 
ward Councillor Ian Jones. The scheme 
aims to create 430,000 sq ft of work 
space on land neighbouring the Thomas 
Dudley Foundry and CAB Autos. 

Councillor Jones, who worked on the 
former Vono site in the 1970s, said: “It 
needs to be brought up to date and needs 
investment so high quality manufactur¬ 
ing can be brought into the area.” 

The planning report states: “The pro¬ 
posed development has the potential to 
provide for 944 full-time equivalent jobs. 
These direct jobs will generate additional 
employment through supply chain and 
employee expenditure multiplier effects. 
It is expected in this instance 94 jobs at 
the local level and 472 at the regional or 
national level will be created. 

“It is believed that the jobs filled by 
the occupied development and taking 
into account the multiplier effects would 
generate a total of around £235m Gross 
Value Added for the wider economy.” 

Pensioner held 
down by raiders 

A DEMENTIA sufferer aged 87 was 
pinned down and robbed of her jewellery 
in her West Bromwich home. 

Five masked men burst into the house 
at around 9.30pm when the victim was 
pinned to the floor while the raiders ran¬ 
sacked the rooms stealing cash and med¬ 
ication. Another woman in the house, 
aged 67, was also robbed of her purse. 

Acting Det Sgt Julian Hawley who 
is investigating the robbery said: “This 
was a really traumatic and disturbing 
ordeal for the victims who were minding 
their own business in their own home.”

Mother's heartbreak of 
son killed in stabbing 


THE heartbroken mother of a 
teenager stabbed to death after 
violence flared in a nightclub has 
said her life has been shattered 
by her son’s death - as the man 
who murdered him began a life- 
term behind bars. 

Tobijah Thompson will spend a min¬ 
imum of 32 years behind bars after 
being convicted of killing 18-year-old 
Daniel Kirkwood. 

He was told it was clear he took the knife 
to the club so he could have it available as 
a weapon - and intended to kill when he 
stabbed the teenager. 

Thompson, aged 25, who divided his time 
between his sister’s home in Bearwood and 
an address in Bedworth, had denied mur¬ 
dering Mr Kirkwood at the Society night¬ 
club in Coventry on March 15 last year. 

But last month a jury at Warwick 
Crown Court found him guilty of murder 
and of wounding two of his friends, Nigel 
Mkhwananzi and Niall Kavanagh, with 
intent to cause them grievous bodily harm 
and violent disorder. The court was told 
Mr Mkhwananzi would also have died after 
being stabbed in the back by Thompson, if 
it had not been for rapid medical attention. 

Hashim Ali, 19, of Amberley Green, 
Great Barr, was given a 29-month term 
after admitting violent disorder. He trig¬ 
gered the violence which led to Mr Kirk¬ 
wood being stabbed in the neck. 

During the trial the jury were told how 
unemployed Thompson pulled out a knife 
in front of horrified clubbers. Ramez Mur- 
taza, 21, of Bordesley Green, was jailed for 
eight years after pleading guilty to man¬ 
slaughter. Another man, Ezra Scott, 32, of 
Erdington, was handed a 28-month prison 
term after also admitting violent disorder. 

After the hearing, Mr Kirkwood’s mother 
Pauline Darcy said she had been ‘broken’ 
by the loss of her son. 

The court had heard that she received 
the devastating news of her son’s death in 
the early hours of Mother’s Day - and then 
discovered the card he was going to give to 
her. She said: “Dan was the brightest star 
in our family, he was always laughing, jok¬ 
ing and had the biggest smile that everyone 
noticed. Daniel’s adult life was just start¬ 
ing, he had plans but these were cruelly 
taken away from him.”

Job losses 
and pay cuts 
as Villa look 
set for drop 

UP to 50 job losses and ‘huge pay 
cuts’ are expected at Aston Villa af¬ 
ter they were all but been relegated to 
the Championship next season. 

In a remarkable fall from grace, Vil¬ 
la’s 2-1 home defeat to Bournemouth 
on Saturday made it virtually impos¬ 
sible for them to be saved from rele¬ 
gation, leaving them 15 points from 
safety behind Norwich City with five 
games left. Norwich delayed Villa’s 
inevitable exit from the league after 
losing 1-0 to Crystal Palace. 

They will be relegated if they fail 
to pick up three points away to Man¬ 
chester United next Saturday. But the 
financial repercussions for the club 
could be catastrophic, with new chair¬ 
man Steve Hollis already announcing 
in January that players will face huge 
pay cuts if they’re relegated. 

The club will already be losing out 
on JElOOmillion as part of the new 
Premier League TV deal coming into 
play next season. A report in March 
saw the club’s financial losses soaring 
to £27.3m in year to May 31, 2015, 
with the club still remaining on the 
market after chairman Randy Lern- 
er’s decision to sell. It takes Lerner’s 
losses since buying Villa in 2006 to a 
staggering £248.9m, which works out 
to more than £70,000 per day. 

He originally bought the Midlands 
outfit for £62.6m, but has since re¬ 
corded nine straight years of tax 
losses. Fans took to Facebook to voice 
their disgust at the club’s demise. 

Last season Villa finished 17th in 
the Premier League, which was de¬ 
clared their ‘worst performance since 
the creation of the league in 1992’.

The driver of the Qashqai suffered 
minor injuries but 31-year-old Mr As¬ 
ghar, who was behind the wheel of the 
Corolla, was taken to hospital where 
he died on March 31. 

Collision investigator Sergeant 
Steve Newbury said: “The road was 
closed for several hours while emer¬ 
gency services were at the scene. 
Sadly a man has lost his life and we 
are asking anyone who saw what hap¬ 
pened to contact us.”

Man suffers burns in gas explosion

A MAN suffered serious burn inju¬ 
ries when a suspected gas explosion 
ripped through a house near Smeth¬ 
wick. Emergency services were called 
to the property in Wiggin Street, 
Ladywood, just after 12.20pm last 
Thursday. 

This photo shows the front of the 
building had been ripped off, while 
there was a partial collapse at the 
back of the building. 

Police said one man went to hospi¬ 
tal with serious injuries, while homes 
close to the scene of the blast were 
evacuated as a precaution. Twenty 


firefighters attended Wiggin Street, 
plus three fire engines, a 4x4 response 
vehicle and an aerial platform. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
sent one ambulance, the Hazardous 
Area Response Team, a paramedic 
area support officer and a critical 
care paramedic. A Midlands Air Am¬ 
bulance from Cosford with a trauma 
doctor on board was also dispatched 
to the scene. 

Ambulance Service spokesman 
Suzie Wheaton said: “One woman, 
who was believed to have been in the 
property at the time of the explosion, 


had managed to get out of the build¬ 
ing herself despite the damage. She 
was assessed by ambulance staff and 
discharged at the scene. 

“A second patient, a man, also be¬ 
lieved to have been in the property 
at the time of the incident, had made 
his own way to City Hospital. The 
aircrew and critical care paramedic 
attended the hospital, where the man 
was being treated for serious burn in¬ 
juries. Due to his condition the man 
was conveyed, via land ambulance, 
to the major trauma centre at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham.” 


Brexit band is 'going

TOM Watson has likened the five 
figures leading the Brexit campaign 
to an imaginary pop band - Wrong 
Direction - in his first major speech 
on the EU referendum. 

With a less than subtle nod to One Di¬ 
rection, Labour’s deputy leader slammed 
Chris Grayling, Iain Duncan Smith, Mi¬ 
chael Gove, Nigel Farage and Boris John¬ 
son for pursuing a damaging anti-EU 
agenda. 

The West Brom¬ 
wich East MP said: “If 
they were a pop band 
- which is unlikely, I 
know - they’d be called 
Wrong Direction. 

“Because that’s 
direction in which 
they want to take our 
country. The wrong 
direction on workers 
rights - because they 
can’t wait to rip up 
safeguards that were 
first put in place a generation ago. 

“The wrong direction on our place in the 
world - because they want us to rescind our 
membership of one of the world’s most power¬ 
ful trading blocks.

“And the wrong direction on manufacturing 
and trade - because they would make it harder 
for British companies to access the world’s 
largest single market of over 350 million peo¬ 
ple.” 

During the speech in Coventry - the first on 
the EU by any senior Labour figure since the 
announcement of the June 23 referendum - he 
criticised business secretary Sajid Javid over 
his handling of the steel crisis. 

Mr Watson said: “Even when officials at 
the EU are saying it is acceptable to impose 
the highest possible tariffs on Chinese steel in 
order to protect our industry, Sajid Javid was 
incapable of taking ‘yes’ for an answer.” 

He also branded ‘half the Tory establish¬ 
ment’ as ‘experts’ at tax avoidance in the wake 
of the Panama papers leak, as he hailed EU 
measures to stamp out tax dodging. “It is only 
by acting globally that we can hope to tackle 
unethical behaviour of the kind exposed by the 
leaked Panama papers,” Mr Watson said.

Allan Morris said he 
‘couldn’t have wished for 
a better birthday present’ 
after meeting the shot-stop¬ 
per - who last year raised 
£10,000 for Cure Leukae¬ 
mia. Mr Morris, from Han- 
bury in Worcestershire, 
was being treated for Acute 
Myeloid Leukaemia (AML) 
when Foster took part in 
the 500km London to Paris 
charity bike ride. 

Allan, who is now in re¬ 
mission, said: “I grew up in 
Smethwick and have been a 
Baggies fan for over 60 years 
so I couldn’t have wished for 
a better birthday present. 
Ben’s fundraising for Cure 
Leukaemia has helped peo¬ 
ple like me and if it was not 
for this charity I may not 
have been able to celebrate 
my birthday this year.” 

The father-of-two brought 
along an Albion shirt for 
Foster to sign but the Eng¬ 
land International went one 
better and asked the whole 
squad to sign. The number 
one said: “It was humbling 
to meet Allan today.”

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Cat and dog die 
in house blaze 

A CAT and dog were killed in a ‘severe 
house fire’ in Birmingham. 

Emergency crews rushed to the 
blaze which started in the rear bed¬ 
room of a two-storey terraced house 
in Balsall Heath on Sunday evening. 

A cat and dog were recovered by 
firefighters who tried to revive them 
with oxygen but the animals were pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. Fire crews 
were on site for around 50 minutes 
along St Pauls Road. 

Spokesman Matthew Smith said: 
“We had a 999 call to a severe house 
fire around 6.22pm. We sent two fire 
engines from Highgate Fire Station. 
One cat and dog were recovered by 
fire service crews who tried to admin¬ 
ister oxygen to them at the scene.” 

£5,000 is raised 
for Brunt causes 

BAGGIES fans have revealed more 
than £5,000 has been raised in a col¬ 
lection for a charity of Chris Brunt’s 
choice. 

The collection for the Albion stal¬ 
wart was kickstarted after he was 
hit by a coin thrown by the club’s 
own fans following an FA Cup loss at 
Reading. Last week the club revealed 
a final total of £5,180.41 was donated 
by fans. Brunt has made more than 
300 appearances for the Baggies. 

A 17-year-old from Shropshire was 
given a caution for using threatening 
words after the coin throw, Thames 
Valley Police confirmed - but will face 
no further action. 

Fewer Ryanair 
flights on time 

BUDGET airline Ryanair, which flies 
from Birmingham Aiport, said that 88 
per cent of more than 48,000 flights in 
March arrived on time. 

It was down from 92 per cent in 
March 2015 due to French air traffic 
control strikes. 

Ryanair’s Robin Kiely said: “We 
carried over 8.5m customers in March 
with 88 per cent of our 48,000 flights 
arriving on time as we continued to 
improve our customer experience.” 

May Day night for 
singer Bolton 

A NEW date has been set for singer 
Michael Bolton’s Birmingham concert 
after his planned performance on Fri¬ 
day in Symphony Hall was cancelled 
due to illness. 

He will now appear on May 1. The 
63-year-old American star, who has 
had a string of hit singles and albums, 
has also announced that he is to re¬ 
cord a brand new studio album.

A FIREMAN who has worked across 
the Black Country has retired after 
30 years. Stephen Weaver, aged 50, of 
Kings Norton, hung up his kit for the 
last time last Monday at Oldbury Fire 
Station, where he has worked for the 
last five years. It follows 24 years at at 
Brierley Hill Fire Station. 

Father-of-three Stephen always 
planned to leave after completing his 
three decades of service but said he 
will ‘have his hands full’, running an 


under-eights football team and spend¬ 
ing more time honing his decorating 
skills. 

He counts the Smethwick ‘Chinese 
lantern’ fire in 2013 as one incident 
that sticks in his memory. 

More than 200 firefighters attended 
the blaze, with crews describing it as 
the largest they had seen in the West 
Midlands. The fire, which was caused 
by a lantern that dropped from the 
sky onto piles of waste, produced a 


6,000ft smoke plume that could be 
seen for up to 60 miles away and is 
estimated to have caused £6m damage 
to the Jayplas depot. 

Stephen said: “That fire is one that 
definitely stands out, as my crew was 
the first on the scene. It was incred¬ 
ible. 

“I’m obviously sad to be leaving 
behind such a great bunch of lads at 
Oldbury, I can only describe it as a 
brotherhood.” 


Mural move to show 
off hidden treasures

A HUGE mural which pays 
homage to the history of 
West Bromwich is to go on 
public display for the first 
time. 

The artwork, which features 
famous buildings and industry- 
in the town made from clay, 
has adorned the walls of the 
West Bromwich Building Socie¬ 
ty’s headquarters for almost 40 
years. 

Consequently, it has largely been 
hidden away from public view. 

But now, with the West Brom 
about to move to a brand new base 
at Providence Place, the company 
will be unable to take the mural 
with them. 

So the Friends of Dartmouth 
Park stepped in and asked if they 
could take it off their hands and 
put it where visitors could see it 
at Sandwell Park Farm, a request 
bosses gladly accepted. 

Stunned 

Secretary of the Friends group 
Carol Hartill said: “I didn’t realise 
it was there until a few years ago 
when I did a tour. I was stunned 
it was there - a lot of people don’t 
know it exists, it was such a shame 
it was hidden away in that building. 

“When I heard they were going to 
move I enquired what whether they 
would be taking it. When they said 
no I wondered what would happen 
to it and asked if they would let us 
have it.” 

The mural was designed by Black 
Country artist William Burgess and 
has hung in the reception at the 
building society since 1978. West 
Bromwich Town Hall, Oak House 
and the Farley Clock Tower all fea¬ 
ture along with a real West Brom 
legend - Tony ‘Bomber’ Brown. 

The impressive artwork will now 
be lifted out of the building in High 
Street and moved to Sandwell Park 
Farm over the next few weeks. The 
Friends group is trying to trace the 
artist William Burgess in the hope 
he could help unveil the mural in its 
new location.

Number of 
sickies for 
health staff 
under fire 

HOSPITAL bosses in Sandwell have 
warned the level of staff sickness ab¬ 
sence is ‘unacceptably high’ - putting 
added pressure on finances. 

A report for Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham NHS Trust’s board sets out 
the rolling 12-month level of sickness 
absence as 4.99 per cent, nearly 1.5 
per cent higher than the goal of 3.5 
per cent. 

This is impacting on the already 
stretched Trust finances, as bosses 
had planned to cut sickness absence 
in order to make £923,000 worth of 
savings between 2016-18. 

Back in September, the Trust an¬ 
nounced new ‘punitive measures both 
for managers and employees’ to try to 
tackle the level of sickness absence. 

But the rolling 12-month rate has 
actually risen since then, from 4.91 
per cent to the current 4.99 per cent. 

Councillor Bob Lloyd, who sits on 
Sandwell Council’s health board, said: 
“[Sickness absence] has a knock-on 
effect as if there aren’t enough staff 
then the trust needs to get agency 
staff in to fill the gaps. It’s almost an 
unsolvable conundrum when you’re 
looking to save money, you need more 
staff, but the ones you have are hav¬ 
ing days off. If you have to use agen¬ 
cies to staff your wards then that hits 
the Trust’s finances. I don’t know 
what the answer is to it.” 

This absence rate remains around 
0.5 per cent above the NHS national 
average of 4.44 per cent. 

In July last year, Trust chief exec¬ 
utive Toby Lewis announced there 
would be an investment of £100,000 
in physiotherapy for workers as the 
common cause of staff sickness is 
muscle injury.

Bag theft 
bid woman 
jailed for 
40 months 

A WOMAN has been jailed for more 
than three years after attacking a 
woman and trying to steal her bag 
outside a hospital. 

Kirsty Aldred, aged 21 of no fixed 
address, attacked a 51-year-old 
woman after initially asking her for a 
£1 coin as she walked along Lyndon 
Grove in West Bromwich, but after 
the victim refused, Aldred turned 
violent and tried to grab her hand¬ 
bag. The incident happened outside 
Sandwell General Hospital. 

The woman managed to throw her 
bag to safety underneath a nearby car 
to stop Aldred from stealing it, but 
she continued to hit her over the head 
and scratch her face. 

She was knocked to the floor dur¬ 
ing the attack and suffered cuts to 
her face, as well as minor injuries to 
the back of her head, chest and arm 
which required hospital treatment. 
After failing to steal the bag, Aldred 
then fled the scene. 

A police investigation matched the 
description given by witnesses to that 
of Aldred and further enquiries found 
that she had discharged herself from 
the hospital that day on Wednesday 
February 17, with the incident hap¬ 
pening around 11.25am. 

Aldred has 15 previous convictions 
for 22 separate offences, 18 theft re¬ 
lated. She was sentenced to 40 months 
behind bars for attempted robbery. 
She admitted the charge. 

Det Sgt Julian Hawley said: “Aldred 
showed absolutely no remorse about 
the injuries she had caused through¬ 
out the court process.” 

Crash sergeant 
gets the sack 

A DRUNK police sergeant has been 
sacked after crashing her car into a 
garage in West Bromwich. 

Sgt Shirley Worrall, aged 42, ap¬ 
peared at the special case hearing in 
Birmingham last Tuesday after being 
convicted of drink driving last month. 

The hearing was scheduled follow¬ 
ing her conviction after she crashed 
into the Vauxhall garage in Spon 
Lane on February 17 while off duty. 
Worrall, who worked in Stechford 
and previously in Smethwick, was 
arrested and admitted drink driving 
in front of Birmingham magistrates 
on March 17. She was banned from 
driving for 18 months, fined £500 and 
ordered to pay costs of £135. Worrall 
was sacked with immediate effect for 
gross misconduct. 

Tesco's call to 
causes over food 

CHARITIES in West Bromwich are 
set to benefit from a new scheme for 
distributing unsold food. Tesco Extra 
stores are taking part in the project 
and are calling on local charities and 
community groups to register for it.

PROTESTERS came out to fight the 
possible cancellation of a ‘crucial’ bus 
service. The number 38 provides a vi¬ 
tal lifeline for elderly residents in and 
around Parklands Road, Kings Hill 
and Darlaston Road, users have said. 

But National Express is consider¬ 
ing stopping the bus service, a move 
which Councillor Paul Bott said would 
trap pensioners in their homes. He 
said: “It’s no good having a bus pass 
if you don’t have any buses around. 
Without the 38, a good many of these 
pensioners wouldn’t get out of their 
houses. They can get into Darlaston, 


which supports the town and local 
businesses. If they make their way 
out there, they’ve got to come back, 
and they just wouldn’t manage to get 
to Kingshill at all. 

“It’d mean the cost of taxis, and 
their pensions don’t run to hiring 
taxis.” Councillor Bott said it isn’t the 
first time they’ve had to fight to make 
sure there’s a bus available for pen¬ 
sioners in the area. He and his wife, 
Councillor Chris Bott, helped to re¬ 
store the service when it was removed 
several years ago. He said: “We lob¬ 
bied the council, protested, launched 


petitions and they reinstated the ser¬ 
vice.” 

“We can’t understand why National 
Express would want to remove it. It’s 
crucial that residents can get into the 
Manor Hospital.” 

Ali Bell, a spokesperson for Na¬ 
tional Express, said: “Route 38 is 
part of a consultation that has only 
just closed, so no decisions have been 
made yet. The proposals mean that 
the 38 would be replaced by an exten¬ 
sion to the 75 service. The number of 
buses between Wednesbury and Dar¬ 
laston would stay the same.” 


Top maths student, 17, 
found hanged by father 


AN incredibly gifted 17-year-old 
student who was found hanged in 
his garage had won awards and 
been accepted into university, an 
inquest heard. 

Mani Dulay, who was born in Birming¬ 
ham but lived on Thuree Road in Smeth¬ 
wick, was found dead by his father on 
March 8. 

The talented sixth form student, who at¬ 
tended King Edward VI Five Ways, had won 
awards in mathematics - being ranked in the 
top one per cent of the UK. 

Smethwick Coroners Court heard how Mani 
had gone to school as usual and had helped 
friends sell raffle tickets for a play during the 
day as well as play table tennis. 

But friends noted that he did seem ‘subdued’. 

Mr Baljinder Singh Dulay, Mani’s father, 
had returned from work at 3.30pm after a busi¬ 
ness trip in Coventry and found Mani hanged 
in the garage. 

Mr Dulay said Mani had never shown any in¬ 
dication of being unhappy and had no history 
of depression. 

Popular 

However, when police took away his com¬ 
puter they found that he had been researching 
ways to take his own life since December. 

Mr Dulay said: “He was a quiet type of guy 
but very open and popular with his group of 
friends.He was a very smart straight A student 
who had been accepted into University College 
London to study there for five years. 

“He had won awards in mathematics in the 
top one per cent of the UK and had entered into 
another exam for Europe. 

“He loved maths and physics and was incred¬ 
ibly gifted. 

“He would play squash with me and enjoyed 
online gaming with friends. We had no prob¬ 
lems with him whatsoever. He would not hurt 
a fly and was never a violent person. 

“We feel that he did not know his own think¬ 
ing to take his own life and it must have been a 
chemical imbalance to make him do this.” 

A statement from Pathologist Peter Acland 
determined the medical cause of death as hang¬ 
ing. 

Concluding a verdict of suicide Senior Coro¬ 
ner Zafar Siddique said: “This is an absolutely 
tragic loss and I cannot comprehend what the 
family are going through at the minute. 

“He was a brilliant young man.”

SOARING sights of the demoli¬ 
tion of the old Central Library in 
Birmingham have been captured 
by unique drone footage showing 
progress at the Paradise Birming¬ 
ham redevelopment. 

Aerial footage of diggers 
ploughing through the former city 
landmark show cascading rubble 
hitting the ground as demolition 
teams progress with the £500 mil¬ 
lion redevelopment project. 

The dramatic drone video cap¬ 


tured by paradisebirmingham. 
co.uk displays a high-reach ex¬ 
cavator working alongside its 
smaller partner to dislodge a 
large section of concrete before 
the drone is flown around the site 
and Birmingham skyline - mark¬ 
ing the end of the era for the once 
cultural capital. 

The development was hailed 
as the catalyst for transform¬ 
ing the city centre earlier in the 
year, with workers from Birming¬ 


ham-based demolition specialist 
DSM tasked with the major over¬ 
haul of the land. 

The Paradise Circus devel¬ 
opment, renamed Paradise Bir¬ 
mingham, is being cleared ready 
for the development of new of¬ 
fices, a hotel and shops around a 
remodelled Chamberlain Square. 
The new buildings will be used 
for leisure and hotel use, as well 
as there being further open public 
areas and a Metro tram stop.

Preacher Asbury, who 
helped build a nation 

RICHARD GUTTRIDGE cel¬ 
ebrates the life of a man who 
laid the foundations of Chris¬ 
tianity in the US, 200 years on 
from his death 


A LITTLE over two miles north of 
the White House in Washington DC 
stands a statue of Francis Asbury, 
a man revered all across America. 

The statue honour which is one shared 
by American heroes Abraham Lincoln 
and Franklin D Roosevelt and shows the 
regard in which he is held in the States. 

There are towns and hospitals dotted across 
the country named after him, but in the place 
he was born, here in the Black Country, much 
less is known about the man who a president 
declared was one of the most important in the 
history of America. 

Last week marked the 200th anniversary 
since Asbury’s death. His life was one devoted 
to spreading the word of God and he is widely 
regarded of being the founder of the Method¬ 
ist Church in the US. Many experts even say 
that Christianity as a whole in America can be 
traced back to the Black Country man. 

His incredible tale sounds like something 
from a movie. He travelled an astonishing 
225,000 miles on horseback over 45 years 
preaching to anyone who would listen in the 
burgeoning New World. 

But before he landed on the east coast of 
soon-to-be-independent America, Asbury’s 
story started in Great Barr. 

He was born into a working-class family in 
1745 and lived in Newton Road, Hamstead. It 
was all a very long way from a presidential ad¬ 
dress and a statue close to the White House. 
His childhood home is today a small museum 
- a warm tribute but also an isolated one. 

He became involved with the Methodist 
movement from a young age, leading teachings 
at the West Bromwich Wesleyan Society as a 
teenager, splitting his time between preaching 
and his job as a metal worker. 

Over the next few years he began his jour-

ney. Initially it was confined to the boundaries 
of the Black Country, leading sermons in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Wednesbury and Walsall, but at 
the age of 22 he bowed to a higher calling. 

In 1771 he volunteered to travel to Amer¬ 
ica. It was the last time he would see the Black 
Country. Within a couple of weeks he was visit¬ 
ing New York and Philadelphia. 

It is not known quite what his new audience 
made of his Black Country accent but it clearly 
didn’t put them off. When the American War of 
Independence broke out in 1776, he was one of 
only two Methodist ministers in the whole coun¬ 
try. During the next 30 years he toured Ameri¬ 
ca’s east and midwest on horseback, preaching 
to anyone who would listen in courthouses, 
pubs, tobacco houses, fields, and public squares. 

In 1814, Asbury’s health began to decline. He 
died on March 31, 1816, seven days after deliv¬ 
ering his last sermon in Virginia. 


While events were held in the Black Country 
marking the anniversary, including at his for¬ 
mer home-turned-museum, more attention was 
devoted to the occasion in the States. 

A group of Americans came over to Dudley 
recently to attend an event honouring Asbury 
at the Black Country Living Museum. 

A1 DeFillipo, who is based in Florida and 
has written books on the life of the nomadic 
preacher does not underestimate the impor¬ 
tance of Asbury to Christians on the other side 
of the Atlantic, describing him as the ‘George 
Washington of American Christianity’. 

He said: “What also made Francis Asbury an 
American favourite was the fact he was known 
by almost everyone in the burgeoning nation. 
He travelled from Maine in the east to Georgia 
in the south east, from Maryland and Virginia 
in the east to Tennessee and Kentucky in the 
west made him a household name.

“Not only did he preach and teach in these 
towns but he also spent the night in many of the 
homes of the faithful in these towns. He never 
owned a home during his 45-year ministry in 
America. 

“There are some who correctly state that if 
there wasn’t a Francis Asbury there would be 
no American Methodism. But there are also 
many who acknowledge that without Francis 
Asbury, there would be no American Christian¬ 
ity. Many of the enriching qualities of contem¬ 
porary American Christianity originated with 
the efforts of Francis Asbury and the thousands 
of travelling preachers he pushed to spread the 
life-giving message of the gospel.” 

More than a century after his death, Presi¬ 
dent Calvin Coolidge got up to speak at a dedica¬ 
tion ceremony to unveil his statue and declared 
proudly: “He is entitled to rank as one the 
builders of our nation.”

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Woman fears for her life 
after yobs target home

A WOMAN who lives in the 
former home of a convicted 
paedophile is fearing for her 
life after yobs hurled a brick 
through the window of her 
Black Country house. 

Hazel Denham, aged 77, of 
Clent Road, Oldbury, has lived in 
her home for the last 18 months, 
but has been the victim of vile and 
vicious attacks, with the most re¬ 
cent happening on Friday April 1, 
when a brick was thrown through 
her front window 

Before she had chance to see who 
had done it, the perpetrators had fled 
the scene. They have previously van¬ 
dalised the front of her house with 
written abuse, and neighbours along 
with police have helped to clean it up. 

But Mrs Denham believes she is 
being targeted because of who she 
says was the home’s previous occu¬ 
pant, Harold Branson, who was jailed 
in January 2007 after being convicted 
of indecently assaulting three girls 
nearly 30 years ago. 

Disqualified 

He was jailed for nine years and 
sentenced at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for 12 charges of indecent as¬ 
sault and two charges of indecency 
with a child. He was disqualified from 
working with children for life and told 
he would have to notify police of his 
whereabouts upon his release. 

The offences took place between 
1983 and 1991 when one of the victims 
was just five years old. 

The court heard how Branson had 
brainwashed his victims into keeping 
it ‘his little secret’. However, years 
later the youngest of the victims, now 
in her thirties, decided to speak up and 
was supported by two other victims, 
now in their thirties. Mrs Denham, 
originally from Birmingham, moved 


to a friend. She said: “I’m an elderly 
woman who has done nothing to no- 
one. 

“I’m petrified in my house and 
scared to leave it. Luckily, I wasn’t in 
the front room on Friday, otherwise I 
could have been killed. The police have 
told me they can’t do anything but I 
don’t understand how this can be the 
case considering how many times I’ve 
called them out. 

“I’ve been told the house was tar¬ 
geted when the previous owner lived 


here, but people need to realise there 
is no connection between us whatso¬ 
ever and this needs to stop. How can 
anyone abuse and treat an elderly 
woman in this way?” 

Sgt Jamie Neadle, from the local po¬ 
licing team, said: “We are aware of the 
ongoing concerns around this address 
and local officers continue to work 
with the householder and community. 

“Inquiries remain ongoing into the 
motive for the offences.” Anyone with 
information about the incident on Fri¬ 
day is asked to call police on 101.

No-one hurt as Nissan car 
slams through metal barrier 


A CAR slammed through a metal barrier 
but two passengers, a woman and a boy, 
amazingly escaped injury-free in Halesow¬ 
en town centre.

Bosses are

“We are very confident 
that we have the right ca¬ 
pacity to continue to provide 
our high standards of care 
in our midwifery services 
and birthing facilities.”

Those 500 
women, registered at GPs 
in Willenhall and Stafford¬ 
shire will be asked to have 
their babies at New Cross in 
W olverhampton.

B en Miller has been giving his 
old comedy partner Alexander 
Armstrong a run for his money 
in the ubiquity stakes recently. 

In February, the former Death in 
Paradise star returned to his 
scientific roots (he abandoned a PhD 
in solid state physics at Cambridge 
University to concentrate on comedy) 
by presenting the ITV series It’s Not 
Rocket Science. 

And now he’s back on the BBC 
with the new sitcom I Want My Wife 
Back, which could probably also be 
counted as a return to familiar 
ground. 

The sitcom is written and produced 
by Mark Bussell and Justin Sbresni, 
who previously collaborated with Ben 
on another comedy with a seemingly 
self-explanatory title, The Worst 
Week of My Life.

Ben stars as Murray, a seemingly 
happily married man who in this 
opening episode is in busy arranging 
a surprise 40th birthday party for his 
beloved wife Bex (Doc Martin’s 
Caroline Catz, who knows a thing or 
two about playing long-suffering 
other halves). But it turns out that 
he’s the one in for a shock when he 
hears that she’s planning to leave 
him.He desperately tries to find her 
before the party, and is devastated 
when she confirms that she really is 
going. 

So, naturally he tries to cancel the 
bash, only to find it’s too late. As the 
guests begin to arrive, a shell¬ 
shocked Murray and Bex struggle to 
put on a brave face, and things get 
even worse when someone springs 


another very awkward birthday 
surprise. 

Murray’s heartbreak may not 
initially sound all that hilarious, but 
events will become increasingly 
farcial. Future episodes will see 
Murray try to find out exactly why Bex 
has left him and what he can do to 
win her back, and his friends, family 
and colleagues are only too ready to 
offer their well-meaning, if not always 
helpful, advice. 

And while Murray may be 
struggling, Ben is definitely having a 
good time. He says: “I feel incredibly 
lucky to be back in the BBC comedy 
fold, playing the incredibly unlucky 
hero of I Want My Wife Back. With 
Mainstreet at the helm and Mark 
Bussell and Justin Sbresni on script, 
this truly feels like a match made in 
heaven.” 

Commissioning editor Chris 
Sussman adds: “It’s a very modern 
farce with a great cast, and I can’t 
wait to see it on TV.

Serving up taste of Spain 



Empty shop unit transformed to bring a taste of Spain to one small corner of Walsall Spanish theme throughout the tastefully-decorated interior 


New restaurant owner Imran 
Iqbal has that extra helping of 
enthusiasm and it is paying off, 
as MARK SHIPP finds out 

TAKE an empty shop unit, add a 
touch of ambition, sprinkle in some 
themed decor and mix together 
with genuine Spanish fare. 

Top it all off with a chef from Barcelona 
and you have a taste of Spain in one small 
corner of Walsall. 

It might be one ‘el’ of a gamble but owner 
Imran Iqbal believes it is one worth taking. 

For many years, Imran has set his sights on 
opening a Spanish-themed restaurant and has 
this year finally seen his vision realised. 

Extensive research in his home town led 
Imran to believe such a concept was needed. 
He and business partner Azhar Nawaz visited 
Spain to learn about its culture, its food and 
its influences, and, after deciding it would be a 
success, even recruited chef Asad. 

He’s from Barcelona. 

And he has 14 years experience working for 
a five-star hotel in the Catalonian city. 

Flamenco 

The venue in Goodall Street, a former bar, 
was not Imran’s first choice, but this hidden 
gem is well-worth seeking out. 

It is tastefully decorated to give it an authen¬ 
tic Spanish feel - and all Imran’s own work. 
In fact, we half expected to be serenaded by 
a woman in flamenco dress playing the casta¬ 
nets. 

The menu offers a range of tapas dishes, 
as well as pizza and salads, pasta, paella and 
risotto, even steaks and burgers and has an 
added desi fusion. 

We chose a starter, ensalade feta tomate - 
that’s tomato and feta salad, which we shared, 
but left it until our mains as the perfect accom¬ 
paniment. Our mains choices were canelloni 


rossini for the better half and risotto de polio 
for myself, topped with parmesan cheese, suc- 
culently creamy and with a not-too-overpow- 
ering hint of pepper. 

Arriba means fast in Spanish so the name 
Ba Ba Reeba was chosen as a play on words to 
associate with quick service. It was not rapid, 
we discovered, but the best things come to 
those who wait in my book, so that was not 
a problem. 

What’s more, we were equipped with a de¬ 


vice that could order drinks or call the staff 
from the comfort of our own table. Unfortu¬ 
nately, that does not include alcohol, though 
unique ‘halal’ non-alcoholic wines are served. 

Despite demolishing my own dessert, the 
delicious crema catalana, I spent most of the 
time drooling over my other half s crepes, 
which came with ice cream and drizzled 
in strawberry sauce, so both of those come 
highly recommended. The former is akin to 
creme brulee with a hard sticky piece of cara¬ 


mel in the middle. Gorgeous. Ba Ba Reeba is 
not guaranteed to take off, but it deserves to, 
particularly if passion was any guarantee of 
success, as Imran has that in abundance and 
is determined to make it work. The food is a 
good start as it was delightful. 

I agree there is a need for such a restaurant 
locally. However, the lack of alcohol could 
prove to be a stumbling block. 

A drop of sangria certainly wouldn’t go 
amiss with a bowl of paella or risotto, but that 


shouldn’t put people off either, so it remains 
to be seen what others make of it. Early feed¬ 
back is certainly promising with many positive 
remarks on online review pages. 

Ba Ba Reeba caters for 50 diners. It is open 
for lunch from noon to 2pm and from 5-11pm 
Sunday to Thursday, on Friday from 5pm to 
midnight on Friday and on Saturday from 
noon to 2pm and 5pm to midnight.

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Great breadth of ability

In a world car market where the 
compact SUV is the fastest grow¬ 
ing, and most competitive, it’s 
good to see a manufacturer blaz¬ 
ing its own trail. 

Jeep’s new Renegade certainly does 
that: its chunky, purposeful looks defy 
the convention for the ‘hatchback on 
steroids’ appearance of many of its 
crossover rivals. 

It’s instantly identifiable as a Jeep, not 
least because of the trademark seven-slot 
grille, and demonstrates pride and con¬ 
fidence of the brand’s 75-year heritage of 
making sports utility vehicles. 

But at the same time it represents the 
company’s future: it’s the first Jeep to be 
built outside the US (in Italy) and the first 
product resulting from a sharing of technol¬ 
ogy with its new partner Fiat. 

The Renegade range does, of course, 
include two wheel drive versions with eco¬ 
nomical engines and low C02 emissions 
- a must for this market - with prices from 
£17,295 but you wouldn’t expect Jeep to 
produce a new model (it’s first for a decade) 
without at least one version which was the 
real deal, a car with serious off-road ability. 

This is the Trailhawk, the top of the range 
Trailhawk with a seemingly expensive price 
tag of £28,595. 

But this is the chief Renegade, the flag¬ 
ship model which is not only the best 
equipped in terms of comfort and technol¬ 
ogy, it’s also the most powerful and ready 
for tackling the most extreme terrain. It has 
skid plates underneath to protect the car’s 
mechanicals, plus a set of low range gears, 


four wheel drive lock, multi-mode terrain re¬ 
sponse and hill descent control. 

The overall design is more purposeful 
than pretty, with short overhangs front and 
rear and a high bonnet line which allows the 
driver to easily see the car’s corners as you 
thread your way through boulders and trees 
(and car parks for that matter). 

The Renegade proudly bears the red Trail 
Rated’ badge which means it has passed a 
series of gruelling off-road tests. Yet this isn’t 
the rough, semi-agricultural off-roader of 
yesteryear. In fact, its creature comforts and 
refinement on the road mean that, apart from 
the high seating position, you’d be hard put 
to distinguish the on-road experience from a 
decent hatchback or saloon. 

It has longer travel, beefy suspension 
needed for tackling the rough stuff but on 
the road the ride is only slightly on the firm 
side, and far from uncomfortable. It is also 
almost surprisingly agile on twisty b-roads, 
with excellent body control and none of the 
rock ‘n’ roll of many traditional SUVs. 

The nine (yes NINE) speed automatic 
gearbox ensures plenty of performance (un¬ 
der nine seconds for the 0 to 62mph sprint) 
with low revs and noise, while also aiding 
economy. You can change gear manually, 
too, if you want a sportier drive. 

The 2.0 litre turbo diesel, the most pow¬ 
erful in the range with 170bhp, produces its 
maximum pulling power from just 1,750rpm 
and, in official laboratory tests was capable 
of averaging 47.9mpg. The test car returned 
just on 40mpg, which since this involved a 
high proportion of urban driving, was accept¬ 
able for a full-blown 4x4. 

This equates to a C02 rating of 155g/ 
km. For those looking for something cheap¬ 
er to run, there are a range of other engine 
options - the 120bhp, 1.6 multijet diesel for

example, with a six-speed manual gearbox 
is nearly £10,000 cheaper to buy, and uses 
less fuel, with a 115g/km C02 rating reduc¬ 
ing your tax liability too. 

The car echoes the luxurious feel of 
its larger Jeep relatives, with leather up¬ 
holstery (front are heated and electrically 
adjustable), dual-zone climate control and 
central control screen for navigation, audio 
and vehicle settings. The instruments are 
clear, and like the rest of the cabin, have an 
upmarket appearance. The tall cabin has 
room for five adults, and 351 litres of cargo 
space with the rear seats in place. 

The test car had a panoramic sunroof 


with sun shield, which are independently, 
electrically retractable, which added extra 
light and more luxury as a £1,100 option. 

This top of the range Trailhawk will prob¬ 
ably be something of a niche product - a 
great many buyers in the compact SUV 
market will no doubt opt for the cheaper, 
smaller engined two wheel drive versions. 
But there will be those who will want to take 
the rough with the smooth, a car which 
can go where many of its rivals (including 
some full size SUVs) can’t and is equally at 
home in the mountains or the city centre, 
There just aren’t too many vehicles about 
with this breadth of ability.

Even Fiat must have been surprised by the 
success of its retro-styled 500 nearly a dec¬ 
ade ago. 

Cute, stylish and economical, the city car was a 
faithful but modern interpretation of the cheap and 
cheerful little model which was a mainstay of the Ital¬ 
ian motor industry in the 50s, 60s and 70s, much as 
the Mini was here. 

It was, however, significantly bigger: but perhaps not big 
enough to satisfy all would-be buyers, especially those with 
growing families. And so a larger, compact MPV (the 500L) 
was born and more recently its crossover, or compact SUV 
sibling the 500X. 

Both are instantly recognisable members of the family, 
with the 500 ‘face’ but the X is arguably the prettier, more 
stylish version, and was targetted at the fastest growing sec¬ 
tor of the new car market. 

Buyers seem to just love SUVs: there are lots of reasons 
from the high ‘command’ driving position, ease of access 
and image (even though the majority sold don’t have a tra¬ 
ditional SUV’s all wheel drive system). 

The 500X rivals many family-sized hatchbacks, with room 
for five adults, with plenty of headroom, and a decent 351 
litres of boot space with easily foldable rear seats for a much 
larger, flat cargo area when the need arises. But is also has 
lots of style: it isn’t only the car’s face which reminds you of 
its little city car sibling. It’s interior is perhaps rather more 
mature (as befits that ‘growing family’ buyer, but with fea¬ 
tures such as retro-look door handles, a body-coloured de¬ 
cor strip (bright alloy on top models) and a neatly integrat¬ 
ed infotainment screen with a wide range of functions. 

The test car came in ‘Lounge’ trim, a front wheel drive 
version powered by a second generation multijet 1.6 litre 
turbo diesel which, at £20,935, is just about halfway up the 
500X range. 

The flagship model is the ‘Cross’ spec with all wheel 
drive, automatic transmission and a 2.0 litre diesel engine at 
a touch under £26,000. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel, combined with a six-speed manual 
gearbox,isn’t available with all wheel drive but it’s still likely 
to be one of the most popular engine choices for both busi¬ 
ness and private buyers, The reason is it’s blend of perfor¬ 
mance (O to 62mph in 10.5 seconds)), economy (60mpg) 
and low C02 emissions (109g’km) which translates into low 
road tax and benefit in kind costs. 

It has plenty of torque from low revs for brisk, smooth pro¬ 
gress and is quite, too - there’s no audible clue to the fact 
it’s an oil-burner under the bonnet. 

Responses 

You can adjust the driving mode with a rotary switch be¬ 
tween the seats (standard, sport and winter), which acts on 
steering and throttle response. Sport mode does make the 
car feel instantly more lively, more of a ‘driver’s car’ but it’s 
perfectly adequate in standard mode for most purposes. 

Winter mode speaks for it out, softening up responses 
for tackling slippery conditions and naturally on a modern 
car you have a full range of ekectronic wizardry including 
traction and stability systems.. 

While the 500X is taller than most hatchback rivals, the 
suspension is a good combination - supple enough to soak 
up the bumps yet firm enough to ensure accurate turn-in 
through the twisty bits without any appreciable body roll. It’s 
a comfortable, grown up experience. 

Many buyers will be happy with the front wheel drive ver¬ 
sion, as with many of the 500X’s compact SUV rivals. The 
Fiat’s automatic system is a competent affair, and comes 
on models with the range’s two most powerful engines, the 
140bhp petrol and the 170bhp (two litre) diesel. 

The ‘Lounge’ test car came with front, side and curtain air¬ 
bags, disc brakes all round, 18-inch alloys, tinted windows, 
rear parking sensors, electric wing mirrors remote controls 
on the steering wheel and a cruise control with speed limiter. 

Atop the centre of the dash is the touch screen which 
monitors and controls a range of functions, including vari¬ 
ous car system settings and a comprehensive trip computer 
as well as the audio, Bluetooth and connectivity systems. 

The test car was fitted with the optional £550 ‘Nav Pack’, 
which includes a slightly larger (6.5 inch) screen. Press fleet 
vehicles tend to be kitted out to showcase what’s available 
to buyers, so other extras included leather seats (£900), a 
sunroof (£950), heated front seats £175), and the ‘winter 
pack’ (heated steering wheel and windscreen) at £150. 

The 500X faces some tough competition as more and 
more manufacturers chase sales in the compact SUV sec¬ 
tor. But it has space, a range of engines which allow you to 
choose economy or performance (and a fair balance of both 
in the 1.6 diesel), there are two and four wheel drive options 
and it’s competitively priced. 

And, for many, there’s no substitute for that Italian styl¬ 
ing: it’s pretty and practical, a car which appeals to both the 
heart and the head. 
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No hiding 
place in 
this latest 
Bentley

THERE are two possible reactions to a Bent¬ 
ley that sounds like a purring lion heard 
through a rock group’s sound system - and 
comes in retina-bruising yellow. 

You’ll either be given two fingers at the traffic lights 
- or instructions to ‘park it over there, sir, because 
it’s such a lovely car and we don’t want it being 
scratched.’ 

Well, in more than 500 miles with the banana coloured 
beast there was not a single rude gesture, just lots of well 
mannered stares. If you value your privacy, don’t buy a 
Bentley that looks as if its bodywork is illuminated from the 
inside. 

The teenage lad liked it so much he captured the car on 
his mobile phone as it rumbled by in traffic; someone old 
enough to be his grannie correctly identified the car from 
fifty paces in the car park when her husband wondered out 
loud what it was. 

The considerate parking came at a busy historic home 
open day when the only vacant spaces were reserved for 
disabled drivers. 

The Bentley was guided into a place because the man 
in charge knew there’d still be lots of room for people who 
properly qualified (there was). 

But, you are asking; what is the car like? You know ... 
how does it drive, how roomy is it, how much petrol does it 
drink? The sort of practical, everyday concerns we ordinary 
mortals have about our wheels. 

Well, a Bentley owner has other things on his mind. If 
you’re paying £164,800 for a car (read on for the extras!) 
you won’t have price high on the list of must-haves. 

It must look as though craftsmen went without sleep to 
make your car perfect and it must let the world know (dis¬ 
creetly in black, less so in Monaco Yellow) you’re a person 
of substance. It does. 

It must also make you and your passengers feel utter¬ 
ly special every time they slip into its exquisitely leathered 
interior. 

How could they not when confronted with seats covered 
in hide that might otherwise make £1,000 handbags or 
faced with a piano black dashboard sanded and lacquered 
up to 18 times before being passed as Bentley quality. 

More practical points come much further down the list for 
consideration. For starters, although the Continental Con¬ 
vertible is a very big car (about as long as a Range Rover 
Sport and even heavier) it has room in the rear for a couple 
of pre-teens, at best. 

That vast roof, which can be folded on the move at up 
to 20mph has got to be stored somewhere when folded, 
which also means the boot is smaller than you’d expect. Big 
enough, though, for an expensive suitcase or two, which is 
rather more to the point of a car like this. 

Keen drivers, once they’ve got used to the size and found 
a sweeping road or two will find themselves astonished at 
the way the car reacts to a firm prod of the elegantly alloyed 
throttle pedal. 

Accompanied by the sound of close artillery fire from the 
optional sports exhaust (£1,935) it heads for the horizon as 
though warp drive had been engaged. 

Here is a car that sits as so comfortably at 80mph that 
one eye needs to watch the big digital speedometer to keep 
points off the licence - even on a trip to Waitrose. 

The optional ceramic brakes (£11,990 - yes, really) will 
haul you down from the car’s 191mph top speed time and 
time again, although goodness knows where you’ll be at the 
time. A 22mpg thirst on test means fewer trips to the pumps 
than you might imagine. 

The ‘S’ in the test car’s title means there is firmer air sus¬ 
pension, sharper steering and some subtle styling clues that 
you’ve gone for the sportier version. Add the yellow paint 
and sports exhaust and nobody will need convincing.

Suzuki has 
style and 
is a good 
performer

Impressed at launch by Suzuki’s new Vitara 
1.4 Boosterjet I was keen to take a better look 
and after a week behind the wheel I’m still a 
fan of this mini Range Rover lookalike. 

The new Vitara range arrived in 2015 to replace the 
popular 4X4 Grand Vitara with the promise of the di¬ 
rect injection four cylinder petrol engine Boosterjet to 
follow. 

Now it’s here and I don’t think you’ll be disappointed with 
the styling and performance, though you may put a ques¬ 
tion mark over parting company with £20,899. 

Since arriving in 1988 the Vitara has been picking up ac¬ 
colades thanks to city styling married to capable on and off¬ 
road abilities and now just eight months after the UK launch 
the S model has been introduced, providing a more sporting 
and dynamic character to the Vitara line-up. 

The biggest change is the arrival of the 1.4-litre petrol en¬ 
gine with the new Boosterjet technology. This 140PS direct 
injection turbocharged petrol unit takes Suzuki to a new 
level with torque available from 1,500 rpm, an incredible 41 
per cent more than in the 1.6 - that’s over 17 per cent more 
power, yet there’s four per cent better fuel economy. 

In fact the six-speed manual model on test averaged 
52.3mpg on the combined cycle, while producing only 
127g/km of emissions. 

For the technical reader the Boosterjet engine uses a 
small displacement, high torque turbocharger. By con¬ 
trolling the waste gate valve, which closes to create higher 
boost pressure during heavy load operation and remains 
open during normal driving, the Boosterjet reduces pump¬ 
ing loss to achieve high levels of power and fuel efficiency. 

Safety 

Suzuki’s Allgrip system is standard on the new S range 
with four driving modes of Auto, Snow, Lock and Sport. 

There’s also hill hold control, hill descent control and a 
comprehensive list of safety features including adaptive 
cruise control, an impact absorbing feature and a full set 
of airbags. 

But it’s not all about performance because the Vitara 
looks the part too. For my mind it’s the best-looking Suzuki 
so far, firmly expressing the company’s SUV styling with a 
solid looking appearance and a roof line that slopes sharply 
downwards towards the rear. 

The unique S-model trim includes gloss black 17 inch al¬ 
loys, vertical grille design, a rear upper spoiler, silver door 
mirrors and very neat red interior stitching on instruments, 
doors and seating. 

You also get rear privacy glass, wheel arch extensions, 
front and rear silver skid pads, silver roof rails, chrome front 
grille and side trim and sporty aluminium pedals. 

Also fitted are childproof rear door locks, a tyre pressure 
monitor, radar brake support, emergency stop signalling 
and a flat tyre pair kit, which means no spare. 

There’s a rear parking camera, front and rear parking sen¬ 
sors, adjustable steering and driver’s seat, an easy-to-use 
information system, keyless entry, DAB radio, SatNav, Blue¬ 
tooth connectivity and steering wheel audio controls 

There is enough room inside for most needs with a 375 li¬ 
tre (13.24 cu.ft) boot which goes up to 710 litres (25.07 cu.ft) 
with the rear seats folded down. 

The towing weight capacity is 1,200 kg (2,645 lb). 

At launch I said the Vitara design looked to have been 
influenced by Range Rover Evoque, this latest arriv¬ 
al has even more quality but that is reflected in the price 
tag. 

The Boosterjet S was well worth a second look. For a 1.4 
you get surprisingly impressive performance and 12 months 
free road tax though I would expect a spare wheel in a 4X4 
not an emergency repair kit.

Club secretary Dan Kinsey is relieved to now have a ‘solid’ 
facility and said: “It is a brand new clubhouse, a facility that 
wasn’t there at all previously. Our old wooden pavilion was 
burnt down 11 years ago, gutted in an arson attack, and it 
almost put the club to an end. 

“The facility is solid, it is brand new. There are two changing 
rooms, which will have shower facilities. There are new toilet 
facilities, a big community room with a kitchen, and there will 
be a bar area too. We are putting the finishing touches to it 
now and, at some point in the summer, we will be hosting our 
grand opening for the building, which we see effectively as the 
relaunch of the club.” 

The club is being supported by South Staffordshire MP 
Gavin Williamson and NatWest Bank as they prepare the play¬ 
ing surface and construct new training nets for the forthcom¬ 
ing season. Volunteers from NatWest were due to help club 
members to fit the new mobile nets.

ONCE again the Baggies came 
away from the Etihad Stadium 
empty-handed. 

That’s nine games in a row Albion 
have lost to Manchester City, and in 
the last 13 Premier League meetings 
between these two sides, the boys from 
the Black Country have one measly 0-0 
draw to show for their efforts. 

One thing’s for sure though, they didn’t de¬ 
serve to lose this one. 

From minute one, they were willing to pass 
through City’s gaping midfield, capitalising on 
Manuel Pellegrini’s decision to play two up front. 
Fernando and Fabian Delph were left exposed to 
Saido Berahino dropping deep and Stephane Ses¬ 
segnon cutting inside.

Camped 

The pundits questioned Joe Hart’s reactions, 
but this was an unstoppable goal that caught 
everyone in the stadium by surprise. 

Yes, City had their spells of pressure camped 
on the edge of the Albion box, but this Tony 
Pulis side is drilled to near-perfection, and for 
all their huffing and puffing the hosts didn’t look 
like breaking through. It was only Aleksandar 
Kolarov’s late bursts from deep that were getting 
behind the visiting defence, and the hosts got 
back into the game from one of these runs. 

Although it was a clumsy tackle from Sesseg¬ 
non in the box, the Serbian fell to the floor far 
too easily when contact was minimal. If the home 
crowd thought that equaliser would herald an 
onslaught, they were wrong. Even after Salomon 
Rondon was forced off with a back injury, the 
Baggies kept playing a neat passing game, unable 
to launch the ball long to Berahino, the new tar¬ 
get man. And they should have had a penalty of 


their own when Eliaquim Mangala barged Sandro 
to the floor when the score was 1-1, but for some 
reason referee Mike Jones said no. 

The game was still in the balance when Pel¬ 
legrini brought the big guns on, and Kevin De 
Bruyne made an impact almost immediately. It 
was his charge-down and nutmeg that led to the 
winner, as he proved once again just how impor¬ 
tant he is to this City side. But the Baggies didn’t 
roll over and die. Berahino should have put two 
gilt-edged opportunities on target, and Fletch¬ 
er’s touch let him down for the first time in the 


match when Hart punched a Jonathan Leko cross 
straight at the Albion skipper. 

James McClean, who was brilliant on his re¬ 
turn to the starting line-up, nearly buried a volley 
with his weak right foot with the last kick of the 
game, but the ball whistled past the post. 

Even though they lost to City (again), this was 
a much better performance than the dismal dis¬ 
plays against Sunderland and Norwich. If Pu- 
lis’s side can replicate that for the remaining six 
games they’ve got every hope of breaking into the 
top half of the Premier League.
